that I may not (for the future) put greater weight on 4. 
ſtrologiethan it will naturally bear ; or pretend to ſay 
that of the Stars which they cannot fairly own« - Ard 
that this was a moſt conſpicuous verity; viz+ That death 
did that year feed upon daintiess and thatthen we had 
no great mortality or rot cf the vu/gary our own expe- 
rience is an undoubted evidence.
